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Continuation of 3. NOTE: With respect to claim 30, it is addressed on page 3 in the last paragraph of the final office action mailed on 
January 30, 2008. The paragraph heading in the office action does not show claim 30 but it can be clearly seen that this claim has been 
addressed. 

Applicant argues that there can be no friction imparted by clamp members to the screw. The screw can be considered to be the entire 
piece from the portion inserted into the bone to above the chassis. Therefore the nuts cause a clamping between the chassis, nuts and 
screw. 

The amendments filed have not been entered, therefore the arguments with respect to claim 1 1 having a polyethylene chasis is 
rendered moot. However, with respect to claim 13, Weisenbach has an inherent elasticity which allows the fixation screw to be attached to 
the chassis with nuts which are secured by friction. 

Applicant also argues that Weisenbach does not disclose a one-piece fixation element that is connected to the chassis only by frictional 
engagement. The term one-piece fixation element is suggested to be further defined because the screw itself or one nut can be considered 
a one-piece fixation element that is being connected to the chassis by frictional engagement. The claim, as it reads, does not require the 
screws to be locked to the chassis without the addition of another locking means. All that is required, as understood, is a one-piece fixation 
element that is connected to the chassis by frictional engagement. As stated in the previous actions, Weisenbach teaches this feature. 
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
